BRADSTREET’S REPORT 


On the Condition of the Cotton Mar- 
het. 

New York, April 15.—The Bradstreets 
will publish to-morrow a sumnmiary of the 
cotton situation with regard to both theold 
and new crops down to the close of March. 
The port reports and overland movement 
for both was 5,481 345, against 4,959,194 tor 
the same time last year—an increase of 522,- 
151,. Estimating the receipts for the season, 
the same as last year's, gives a total yield 
for the crop of 1881 of 6 283,403 bales. As 
yet there are no indications of any sudden 
falling off in receipts. Stock at interior 
towns is no less than a year ago, Port 
receipts for the first twelve days 
in April bave been 68,000 more 
than for the sametime last year, Estima 
ting the probable increase of the receipis 
during the remainder of the year, the total 
yield is placed at 6,422,000 bales. The 
opinion is expressed that the 
present enormous consumption of 
cotton by . the mills will still 
further increase. Regarding the oat- 
look for the coming crop the reports say 
that the planting 1s about fifteen days later 
tnan last year. In some regions operatious 
are fully a month later Fertilizers will 
be used more than heretofore, 
notably so in Caroiina and Georgia. The 
present indications are that the cotton 
ucreage as compared with last year, will 
show some increase in the Carolinas, Geor-. 
gia, Florida and Texas, while there wil! 
probably be no change in Alabama, Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana, Tennessee and Arkansas.

To honorable mayor and council ot the city of 
Atlanta: Ata called meeting of the citizeus of 
Atlauta, held in the representatives hall, Friday 
evening, April 15 1881, toconsiderthe action of 
counciionu April 4ib,in passing an ordinance 
known asthe cow laws, the foilowing resolu- 
tions were Unauimously adopted: 

Whereas, We believe that the council passed 
said ordinance withouta serious censideration 
of the haruships which wouid be sure to follow 
the carrying out of saidlawon hundreds of our 
fellow citizens, who now obtain a livelihood 
from their cattle, and further believing that the 
said ordinavce will be prejudicial to the heaith 
ofthe city by having Cow pen in every yard 
during the summer mouths, thereby endangerivg 
the healthof itscitiz ns. Wedo therefore re- 
quest your honorable body to reconsider jour 
action and repeal the unpopular ordinance. 

Resolved, should your honorable body ignore 
our petition we do pledge ourselves (h. ving taken 
legal connei)) to resist the enforcement to the 
utmost of our ability of what we deem an unjust 
and oppressive measure 

After the passage of the resolution the chair- 
man and the committee, Messrs. Frizzell, Hoyt, 
Laird, Oliver and Davis, were instructed to 
transmit the resolution to tLe eouncil. 

In connection with this subject THe ConstiTu- 
TION is requested to publish the following ex 
tract from the report of the board of health to the 
city council:
